Liverpool tense 


London suburb looted; 
Manchester shops burn 


LONDON, July 8 ( Agendes) — Hundreds 
of youths rampaged through a Northern 
London suburb and rioters set stores on fin 
and stoned fire engines in Manchester eariy 
Wednesday. 

About 500 youths looted dozens of shops 
In London's Wood Green district and buried 
a**hafl of missiles" at police. Scotland Yard 
said. Four persons were injured, induding 
cine man emo had his dirrat slashed and 
another who was stabbed, London's ambul- 
ance service reported. The violence broke 
out late Tuesday ni^t end died down eariy 
Wednesday. 

In Manchester groups of youdis on a pre- 
dawn rampage broke into six stores at a new 
shopping center and set them on Gre. The 
yonfts, who took to the streets after local 
disoos dosed at 4 p.m. stoned fire engine: 
aixiviiig on the scene, police said. 

Mandiester is 40 kilometers from Livo 
pod, the scene of major street violence over 
the past few days. It was the fifth straight 
night of violence in Britain, die worst of 
wfaidi occurred in the nordiwest port dvy of 
Uveipool, hit by three days of looting, arson 
and attadm on police. 

Scotland Yard said 40 sbc^s were broken 
into in the Wood Green sulMib of London 
and 50 persons were arrested. The police 
agency said up to 500 blacks were involved 
but a reporter on the scene said some whites 
also were rioting. 

The mob in the Wood Green district“went 
absdutely mad" Tuesday night, said cafe 
owner Saul Liaa. "It was not radal, just pure 
hooliganism. Undoubtedly, they want 
excitement and they want to destroy things ~ 
they are not short of money.'* 

All it is, we've been taking stick from the 
polioe — now we're giving it back," a 14- 
yearrold West Indian youdi who would not 
give his name told a reporter for indqiendent 
radio news.

.Wood Green is a densely populated 
worldog-dass area, with many West Ladians, 


^ens, pypriots, Greeks and TUries, 10 
kilometers nordi of central London. 

About 40 shops were dam agerf looted. 

Police reinforcements were sent in and at one 
stage officers were issued with riot shields 
when they were attacked with a hail of mi^ 
siles. More than 20 persons were arrested. 
The violence began late in the evening with 
wdiat one woman resident described as 
“almost army-like predsion." But about 
three hours later, police said the youngsters 
had been dispersed and the area was calm. 

Police seeled the main street of Wood 
Green as gangs of youdis battered thdr way 
into shops. fighting began after a crowd 
of about 300 blades coocronted police outside 
a tube station. Police said some 500 blacks 
wen involved at the heij^t of the dashes and 
white youths later joined in the shop looting. 

In Liveipool, vriiere rioting devastated 
entire streets in the district of Tbxtetii, police 
dispersed about 200 mainly vriiite teenagers 
who gathered in the area Tuesday night Tox- 
teth, vdiere most of the once-thriving potf s 

20.000 blacks live, was stin tense and some 

2.000 police stood by during the night to 
quell fnrtiier outiireaks of violence. 

Eailier, Prime Minister Matgaret 'Iba^er 
told parliameut the Toxteth riots were the 
worst seen on the British mainland She said a 
government inquiry into the causes of riots in 
April in the prwlominanily black district of 
Brixton, south London, would probably be 
extended to liveipooL 

Many poUtidans.cfaurcb and oomxnunity 
leaders said unemployment, now rnnning 
around 40 percent in Toxteth, was a root 
cause of the riots, which began Saturday 
when blacks atta^ed pofice with petrol 
bombs and stones. 

Qiiidren aged 10 and 11 were among 77 
persons who appeared in court Tuesday on 
charges stemmii^ from the Toxteth riots. 
Ken Oxford, efai^ constable of the Oerse- 
yside district said: "What in the name of 
goodness are ^lis 10 and 13 doing outn>n 
riie streets at midnight looting and throwing 
petrol hiprabs at the police? it is absohiteiy' 
reprehensble ... and ri their faonfies are not 
going to pick up their responsibilitiBS for their 
chil^en, tiieu we shaQ have to do it for 
them."

Italy closes 
markets as 
shares crash 

ROME, JulyS (R) — TheTreasury.Misis- 
tcy Wedn^ay dosed Italy’s stock markets 
for tile rest of the week following a collapse in 
share prices, stodebrokers said. 

The collapse, which began last month, was 
caused by e flood of selling by qieculamfs. It 
was the first dosure of the niaricets since 
Italy's military defeat at Poretto fai 1917 dur- 
ing Worid War I, brokiag sources said. 

leading on the markets was su^nded 
Tuesday after some shares fell more than 20 
pffcent in value. Ibe index or prices on the 
Milan exchange, the most important, fell 
Monday by four percent and the average 
share has dropped 38 percent sinee early 
June. 

Speculators were making almost unlimited 
felling order, while there was virtually no 
interest from investors in tmying, stockbrok- 
ers said. There was no sign of a recovery rtf 
confidence despite an improved political di- 
mate fonowing the formation rtf tiie new coal- 
ition government. 

The chairman of the National Bourse 
Commissioo, Guido Rossi, was holding 
argent disaissions with the treasury and 
Bank of Italy to decide measures to stabilize 
the markets udien they reopen next week, 
commisaon sources said. 

The immediate reason for tile sharp plunge 
in prices at tiie beginning of this week was a 
dedsion by the commisdon on Friday to end 
a ban imposed in June on forward trading in 
shares. This ban required immediate settie- 
inent of all deals and prevented oormai set- 
tlements at the end of the trading m^tii, it 
reduced trading to a trickle. The ban was 
intended to protect investors againsT a Soor 
selling, Rossi said. But its removal all of a 
sudden led a further rurii of sales. 

5th prisoner 
dies in Maze; 
youth killed 

•BEIf AlST, July 8 (Agencies) ~ One per- 
son was Ulled Wednesday as new street viol- 
ence broke out in Northern Ireland hours 
after the death of Republican hunger striker 
Joe McDonnell. 

The British Army said a masked youth was 
shot dead by a soldier while attacking troops 
with petrol bombs. Three persons were 
injured in a bomb blast and array and police 
stations were attacked with guns and petrol 
bombs. 

McDonueU, the fifth guerrilla to fast to 
deatii in tiie hunger campaign, died early 
Wednesday morning on the 61st day of his 
strike. Rioting sw^y erupted in several 
Catholic areas of Belfast and and hijacked 
ve^des were set ablaze. Several pralicemeo 
and soldiers were injured in the bomb e:q>lo- 
sion. 

Members of the Roman Catiiolic Commis- 
son for Peace and Justice had met British 
<^5dals repeatedly in an effort to negotiate 
an end to the fast before McDonnell, 30, 
died. 

Comnusaon members would not say Wed- 
nesday whether their mediation was continu- 
ing, but prospects looked bleak for an early 
end to foe hunger canqiaign, launched by 
Republican prisoners in an effort to gain 
political status. A British official read to foe 
seven remanung hunger strikers at foe Maze 
Prison near Belfast a statement by Norfoern 
Irdand Secretary Hrimphrey Atkins that no 
ooncessioiis would be consdered unless their 
fast was abandoned. 

In what commentators smd may have been 
a conciliatory gesture, he added that there 
was scope for further development “but not 
under duress." 

McDonnell, who was serving a 14-year 
sentence, started his fast May 9 as a rqilace- 
ment for Bobby Sands, foe first hunger 
striker to die. He had been arrested in 1^6 
after a firebomb attack by IRA guerrillas on a 
furniture store in Belfast. 

The IRA guerrillas conducting foe hunger 
campaign have said it is now organized so that 
one prisoner a week wfl] die in future, keep* 
ing foe British government under constant 
pressure. 

IRA sources said Atidn^ latest statement 
contained msuffident grounds for calling ttff 
foe hunger campaign. As Cafoolics be^ng 
black took to foe streets of Belfast, foe 
IRA said in a statement that McDonnell had 
been “ murdereef ' by foe British goveniinent. 
“In recent days, foe Britifo government, by 
creatmg foe illurion of moving toward a set- 
tiement of the hunger strike, has ... bought 
foe sflenoe of political and religiotu leaders, 
clerical bodies and nationalist political par- 
ties," foe guerrilla organization said. 

It -accused foe R^ublids Prime 
NGnister Garret Fitzgerald and foe Roman 
Cafodic primate Cardinal Tomas GFluh of 
“indifference and inactivity " 

An NIO ^okesman said: “Joseph F^nds 
McDonnell a prisoner in foe Maze, died at 
0511 (0411 GMT) Wednesday moraing. He 
took i^ouni life by refusing fo^ and medical 
attention for 61 days." 

McDonnelTs bkmde wife, Goretti, was at 
his side when he died in the prison's hospital 
wing. Britifo authorities made a room avaO- 
able to her several days ago as her husband s 
condition deteriorated

Sharon said getting defense 


TEL AVIV, July 8 (AP) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Menabem Be^ has derided to 
override opposition inside bis par^ and 
appoint Arid Sharon as defense minister in 
his next cabinet, two Israeli newspapers 
reported Wedne^y. The daily Haartez 
quoted a reliable government source as say- 
ing Begin had finally made up his mind on 
Sharon and pressured h«m for foe job for foe 
past two years. 

It said Begin feared that ofoerwise Sharon 
would mutiny and scuttie foe paper-thin 
61-seat majority Begin is hoping to make in 
pariiamentfollowinglastweeldsgeoera] ele^ 
tion. 

The defense portfolio is foe most influen- 
tial cabinet post here after foe premiership, 
and a derision to give it to hawkish Sharon 
always arouses controversy. 

Begin has held foe post since foe previous 


defense minister, Ezer Weizman, resigned 14 
months ago. 

The daily Yediadt Ahronoit said cabinet 
ministers who previously bad opposed Sha- 
ron had derided to honor Begin's wish. But it 
quoted staiemenis of sharp opposition. 

Deputy Defense Minister Mogbzebai Zip- 
pori was quoted as saying to colleagues that 
Sharon's appointment would be "a national 
disaster." Avrabam Melamed a dovish 
member of the Party which Begin wants in his 
cabinet was quoted saying “I 'wiU oppose foe 
appointment at every level." 

Sbaron, 53, led foe Israeli invaders across 
foe Suez Canal in foe 1973 Mideast war. As 
agriculture minister in Begin’s cabinet, he 
was in charge of populating foe occupied 
West Bank with Jews by buUding illegal set- 
tlements.

High U.S. Interest rates and new strike ten- 
SODS in Poland pushed foe dollar higher 
against major currencies in Europe Wednes^ 
day. The start of a walkout by Polish dock- 
workers led to some selling ctf marks for dol- 
lars, traders in Switzeriand reported, saying 
tills enhanced foe U.S. currents strength in 


general. 

In London, foe pound dipped more than 
one centto$1.8930 compared with 1.9040 at 
foe dose Ihesday. Dealers rqiorted foe mar- 
ket “oervou^''as operators tried to guess the 
trend of interest rates in bofo Britain and the 
United States. 

Expectations of rise in British interest rates 
faded and this, plus continued high rates in 
the U.S., prompted selling of pounds by con- 
tinental speculators, the dealers said. In 
Paris, foe dollar rose even higher than Mon- 
daj^s post World War 11 record against foe 
French franc.

France 10 years behind Japan, U.S. 


PARIS, July 8 (AFP) — France is five to 
ten years behind Japan and the United States 
in “the third induftrial revolution, " Economy 
and Finance Minis ter Jacques Delors told the 
□BtioD's Economic and Social Council. He 
also said that France’s trade wifo Germany, 
the United States and Jlapan had declined 
recently. 

in aii outline Tuesd^ of problems fiicing 
foe new socialist administration, he also said 
that foe economy would be bolstered “mod- 
erately” in view of the intemational 
economic dimate. If there was too great a gap 
b e twe e n foe Frendi boost and that of ofoer 
countries, France would suffer in foe realms 


of prices and imports. The fight against infla- 
tion was stOI a priority, since France was 
unable to bring the rate below 1 0 percent, he 
also said. 

The country's inflation was “stnicturaT' in 
kind, he affirmed, adding: “Every point on 
production core, like every point gainetf 
against inflation, means better products for 
competitiveness and jobs." The minister said 
France's nudear effort would continue. The 
nudear industiy employed a large number of 
people directly or indirectly. That figure 
could not be ignored when nearly two million 
people were out of work, he added. 


Bridge 
to boost 

Bahrain 

economy 

MANAMA, July 8 (AP) — After ^e 
years of arduous research and competition 
with international consortia, the Dutch- 
Saudi Arabian Company Bandar Ballast 
International won Wednesday foe coveted 
$564- million contract for building a bridge 
link between Bahrain and mainland Saudi 
Arabia. 

Saudi Arabia is defraying the entire costs. 
Kingdom's Finance and National Economy 
Minister Sheikh Muhammad Aba A1 Khai! 
signed the contract with the president of 
Ballat-Nedam group, Philip Didericiia, rep- 
resenting foe consortium, Bandar-Ballast 
InteniationaliBaDdar for Trade and Projects 
Corporation is foe Dutch firm's partner in foe 
consortium. 

Diderich said foe agreement's inflation 
dause provided for a review of foe cost of 
main building materials half-way through the 
construction of foe project. 

Under a separate agreement between foe 
Kingdom and Bahrain signed Wednesday, a 
joint independent authority will be set up to 
maintain and operate the causeway. 

Contrary to expectation, the contractors 
opted for reinforced concrete, rather than 
steel, for foe 25 kn causeway. Sweltering 
summer heat, harsh humidity levels and foe 
presence in local aggregates of chloride and 
sulphate salts often corrode the reinforring 
rods and cause concrete in some ctf Bahrain's 
large buildings to crack. At its financial size, 
the contract was $2 14 million less than foe 
lowest bid for a design of steel, offered by foe 
Hochtief group. 

In any event, foe construction was to get 
under way immediately, with target date for 
completion the summer of 1986. "The 
cau.sewa>' will contribute to a tremendous 
boost u> ccoitw>mic link.s between Bahrain .ind 
Saudi Ambta, and vrith Kuwait. Qatar and 
the United Arab Emirates as well," said 
Information Minister Tariq Al-Muayyed. 
“The role of the causeway will be similar to 
that of the railway in the old American west " 

Across foe bridge, be said, land shipments 
of goexk will flow into Bahrain from the east- 
ern Mediterranean and western Europe by 
way of Saudi Arabia. 

the bridge is to link foe coast of this island 
state to the eastern Saudi Arabian region. Uis 
to comprise IQ kilometers of embankments, 
three kilometers of roadway across Bahrain’ s 
Umm Nassan Island and five steel box-girder 
bridges totaling another 12 kilometers in 
length. 

The contractors have yet to pick up sub- 
contractors for spin-off oonstructions that 
include a labor camp at Jasra on foe Bahrain 
side, approach roafo and border stations on 
both sides of foe causeway. Bahrain offidaU 
also were exploring ways of easing antid- 
pated traffic problems on the existing net- 
work to handle what one offidal described as 
“juggernauts pouring goods across foe 
causeway from Europe and elsewhere." 

Weekend tourist traffic is another worry 
for traffic and sodal planners alike. Traffic 
offidals may ask incoming motorists to park 
their cars at border points and use local cars 
*to drculate in Manama and foe rest of 
Bahrain. 

It will take 20 minutes to cover foe distance 
between Bahrain and Saudi Arabia, once the 
bridge is complete. An average ot 26,000 cars 
and 2,600 trucks is expected to cross foe 
bridge every day as of foe summer of 1986. 

Strain was the first Gulf country to 
experience the oil wealth, and the acrid taste 
of oil depletion. It currently produces crude 
oil at an average daily rate ^ 50.000 barrels, 
and the bulk of its income is generated by a 
thriving banking sector, aluminium industry, 
trade and sizable aid from Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait. 

The causeway will be a shot in the arm f(»- 
the economy, Bahrain offidals said. Saudi 
capita] will pour in to buy real estate, foreign 
companies will move in to start buaness. 

In antidpation of foe causeway, more 
hotels are going up here, and private con- 
cerns have been switdiing to cement and con- 
structive equipment production.

King replies

MAKKAH, July 8 (SPA) — Muslim 
World League Secretary General 
Muhammad Ali Al-Harakan received 
Tuesday night a cable of thanks from King 
Khded.The King’s message wasa reply to 
one sent by general on the occasion of 
restoring of normal relations between 
Morocco and the Islamic Republic of 
Mauritania. 

In the message. King Khaled expressed 
his thanks to the MWL seaetary general 
for his good feelings and sincere compli- 
ments.*' What had been done by the King- 
dom and ourselves has been a duty 
imposed on us by our faith and our only 
goal has been to satisfy God and unify 
Muslim<ranks onaunit^frontintheface 
of their enemies,” the King said in his 
cable. 

In other news, a training session for 
imams and propagators, organized by the 
Muslim World League in Jakarta, 
Indonesia, will be concluded July 28, it 
was reported in Makkah Wednesday. The 
sesrion is conducted in cooperation with 
the Indonesian Religious . Affairs Ministiy 
and Islamic societies there. 

It began June 3, and is attended by 300 
trainees. Scholars from the Kingdom and 
other Islamic countries are giving lectures 
at the session. 


Four aliens were caught by the border pat- 
rol when they were anempdng to enter the 
Kingdom illegally. When they were 
apprehended, the ^iens tried to bribe the 
patrolmen in order to convince them to let 
them go. They were arrested and obtained 
sentences of six months in prison. 

An Egyptian agricultural engineer was 
found guil^ of forging papers which were in 
hb custody in Khaij. He was sentenced to one 
year in prison and deportation. Three other 
Egyptians were sentenced to prison and 
received fines and dqxirtation for forging 
their pas^orts and impersonating other indi- 
viduals. 

In Aflaj munidpality, an Egyptian emp- 
loyee was sentenc^ to one year in prison, a 
SR5,000 fine and dq>ortation for attempting 
to solicit a bribe from a dtizen in order to 
expidite bis services for him. 

Three Saudi Arabian citizens were sen- 
tenced to imprisonment and fines for forging 
marriage certificates and obtaining legal 
documents to that effect without telling the 
truth. One of them had abo brought his 
Syrian wife to the Kingdom illegally. 

Another Saudi Arabian was found guilty 
and convicted for altering a receipt issued by 
the Jeddah Customs D^artment. He was 
sentenced to one year in prison and a 
SRI, 000 fine. 

A Bangladesh national was found guilty of 
forging rubber stamps. He was accused of 
bribery and forgery and sentenced to three 
years imprisonment and a fine of SR3.000, 
afterserving hb sentence he will be deported.

At Saudia lecture series 


TAIF, July S (SPA) — Foreign Minuter 
• Prince Saud Al-Faisal conferred for three 
hours Tuesday night with Saudi Arabia's 
ambassadors to A^a and Africa. The meet- 
ing, wHbh took place at Al-Hada Sheraton 
hotel, reviewed the Kingdom's Arab, Tstapiip 
and international relations. 

Sheikh Abdul Rahman Mansouri, under- 
secretary for political affairs, said that discus- 
9ons centered on the Palestine cause and the 
Middle East, in the light of the most recent 
international situation. 

Prince Saud briefed the ambassadors on 
various political issues rmsed by them and has 
agreed to hold another meetin g with them, 
Mansouri added. The gathering is the first of 
its kind for the Kingdom's ambassadors in 
Asia and Africa. 


Ras Tanura gets 
more industrial 
safety measures 


DAMMAM, July 8 — Major improve- 
ments were introduced last year to Ras Tan- 
ura refinery for greater industrial safety. A 
new unit also has been put into operation to 
re-distill petroleum refuse and obtain 40,000 
barrels of white diesel oil per day and 
156,000 barreb of fuel oil to cover the King- 
dom’s requirements, Al Medina reported 
Wednesday. 

Last year the factory refined 153,189J36 
barrels of crude oil, at the rate of 413,550 
barrels per day. It treated a total 3,566,332 
barreb of liquid natural gas, at the rate of 
92,313 barreb a day. Also, 3,984 tankers 
carried 3.5 billion barreb of crude oil, liquid 
•gas and other refined derivatives from Ras 
Tanura and Juayma last year. 

Three new crude oil tanks widi a storage 
capacity of a 1 .5 million barreb each have 
been built They are among the largest in the 
world. They supplemented two similar reser- 
voirs and another 14 tanks of a 250,000 bar- 
rel capacity each.

The summer resort of Al-Hada, near 
Taif, is no parallel to any other resorts in 
the Kingdom. Its charm lies in its moder- 
ate dimaie, cool and gentle breeze, 
goiden-hue e\'ening. green hills and thick- 
ets. 

For some-years, die government has 
been making ceaseless efforts to develc^

Doctor advises on lower medical bids

JEDDAH, July 8 - Periodic health 
examinations, routine dinieal check-ups, 
screening tests and health education can help 
people reduce costly medical bilb while 
maintaining theirown good healtii, according 
to a local expert in preventive medicine. 

Dr. Muhammad M. Akhter of Saudia’s 
Medical Services Center gave the advice dur- 
ing the airline' s Distinguished Lecture Series. 
The doctor told a group of about 60 people 
Monday night that prevention of “modem 
diseases” is largely a matter of voluntaiy 
behavior involving basic changes in health 
habits and tiie individualsT responsibility for 
early detection, combined with cooperation 
in long-term treatment and rehal^tation 
progiahas. 

“The diree things I tell people to avoid 
while seeking good healdi b hurry, worry and 
curry — and why curry — because it b fiill of 
grease and spices that can harm the body if 
eaten too much,” the physician said. Not only 
is a stress a basic factor in physical health 
problems, but added to cigarette smoking, 
lack of physical activity, hypertension and 
elevation of serum cholesterol and lipid 
leveb, the human body can become a time 
bomb waiting to explode unless preventive 
measures are taken, he said. 

Dr. Akhter said that doctors can prescribe 
medidnes to help reduce physical problems, 
but in the long run good personal habits offer 
the best means for preventing health prob- 
lems. Especially important is good eating 
habits. He recommended eating fewer egg 
yolks and more poultry and fish while dioos- 
ing lean meat and removing visible fat from 
meat in order to reduce r£oIesteroI leveb. 
Butter should be used ^aiingly, and com oil 
should be used for coo^g. Eat more veget- 
ables and fruits of all kinds, tiie doctor 
advbed. 

''Prevention b thought-provoldng activ- 
ity," Dr. Akhter told Arab News. “Even the 
Prophet Muhammad said to eat food otdy 
when hungry and toleave it while still hungry. 


and 1 say that fasting should not be tnmed 
into feasting,” he added. When sodetybnow 
either underfed or overfed there must be 
found a middle path to normalcy, he said. 

Dr. Akhter has worked with Saudia Medi- 
cal Services for four years and prior to that he 
worked for Pakbtan International Airlines. 
In the health field the doctor is qualified for 
■child health, public health, occupational 
health tropical medicine, aviation medicine 
and is a designated aviation examiner. 

la modem times, professional fields have 
brought about bad health because of the 
stress involved: pilots are subject to ennui as 
a residt of sitting all the time, printers abo 
have to deal widi lead in paint, executives 
woiic under high stress conditions. “These 
people must take the time to meet odier peo- 
ple and have outside activities. There must be 
meditation and rationality in doing certain 
things,” Dr. Akhtar added. 

Tlie doctor told how when he was young he 
learned maxims like *an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure* and ‘an apple a day 
keeps the doctor away.' However he only 
memorized the adages like a parrot without 
understanding their real meanings — that b 
not until an accident shocked him into under- 
standing. 

The aeddent occurred when as a urologbt 
surgeon who was very happy with bis career, 
a friend brought his sick child to Dr. Akhter. 
The child had a fever and bad cold, so the 
doctor decided to give the youngster a 
brightly-colored vitamin C pill. 

While talking with the parents, the doctor 
noticed the duTd was choking and turning 
colors. As a new, enthusiastic intern, the doc- 
tors heart started thumping as he became 
nervous, tried to remove the pill with hb 
finger but managed only to get the pill stuck 
farmer down in the dtilifs ^roat. 

The doctor became calm enough to turn 
the child upside down and after dumping the 
youngstei's bade, the pill came out and the 
child burst into a loud ciy of relief. 

“This incident in my life changed my entire 
career and I decided to practice the preven-

tive medicine rather than urology because it 
b better to be wise first than to be sorry later. 
After thinking about the incident 1 Redded 
that 1 could have prevented theaoadcnt by 
breaking up the large pill so the child could 
swallow it easier," the doctor said. 


However, as a result of the event. Dr. Akh- 
ter conduded that most aeddents and healdi 
problems are caused by carelessness, 
thoughtlessness and heartlessncss; in other 
words — aeddents are caused, not made, and 
conscientious thought about health would 
help eadi individual to lead a better life.

Killer drink claims 
212 lives in In^a 


NEW DELHI, July 8 (Agencies) — The 
death toll in one of India’s worst iOidt liquor 
tragedies jumped to 212 Wednesday, after 79 
more deaths were reported from hospitals in 
die soudiem city of Bangalore, the United 
News of India (UNI) sdd. 

N.A. Narayanaswamy, superintendent of 
Bowring Hospital, told UNI that 147 dfink 
victims died in bis hospital alone. The news 
agenqr quoted doctors say as saying that 
diances ^ survival for more than 100 others 
in various hospitals were“bleak.’' At least 50 
Women were among the casualties, the news 
agency said. 

Police offidals in Bangalore, capital of 
Karnataka state, reported that most of the 
victims were coolies, or unskilled native 
laborers. It was the biggest ilUdt liquor 
tragedy reported in the country since 
December 1978 vriten 254 persons died. 
Seventy-two villagers fell victim to a killer 
drink last December in Haryana state, north- 
ern India. 

Bangalore police added that 44 alleged 
bottleggers were arrested for selling the 


poisonous drink. Authorities announced a 
compensation of 1,000 rupees (about $I 18) 
to the families of eadt victim. 

Bangalore police comralsrioner A.R. 
Niaamuddin reported that the killer drink 
was brewed in ilkg^ distilleries in three or 
four villages outside Bangalore. A local offi- 
dal added that methanol, a color! ess, poison- 
ous liquid, was possibly added to the concoc- 
tion. 

Deaths from drinking illegal brew are fre- 
quent in India and concerned citizens fre- 
quently have diarged local politicians, police 
and government ofBdals of collaborating 
with bottleggers and receiving a share of the 
profits. 

The Press Trust of India (PTl) agency said 
there were agonizing scenes outside the hos- 
pitals as the deaths were announced. People 
sobbed and urged doctors to save tiieir rela- 
tives. 

The diief rainister of Karnataka, Gundu 
Rao, who visited the hospitals, said his gov- 
ernment was taking measures to stamp out 
ilUdt distillation and bottlegging which was 
rampant in the state, eqiedally in Bangalore.

BUENOS AIRES, July 8 (Agencies) — 
Former Argentine President Maria Estela 
Peron has received official dearance to 
leave the country and is expected to fly to 
Spain Thursday. 

Mrs. Peron, released Monday after more 
than five years in detention, was given 
authorization by a federal judge Tuesday 
night to go to Spain, where she has a villa 
near Madrid. Tie court xulmg said Mrs. 
Peron could “travel to the Kingdom 
Spain for a period of three months as cf 
today*’. 

Airline sources said a seat had been 
booked for Mrs. Peron on a Spanish D>eria 
Airlines fUght to Madrid Ihursday. Mrs. 
Peron's attorneys said she wished to travel 
to Spain temporarily to rest, court sources 
said. The terms of her rdease on parole 
' allow her to leave tiie oounoy <mly tem- 
porarily and with the courifs perreisaon. 

The airline source said reservations bad 
been made for“Maria Martinez'* and ei^t 
others — among whom was Mrs. Penm’s 
lawyer Julio Arriola — on Tbursd^ even- 
ing's Iberia flight to Madrid. Mrs. Peron, 
who usesher confirmation name Isabel, was 
bom Maria Eastela Martinez. 

She regained her liberty after having 
served more than two-diirds of a seven-year 
11-month sentence for misconduct during 
her tenure as president from 1974-76. 

The 50-year-old widow of three-time 
President Juan D. Peron had been ftxmd 
guilty of misusiag diarity funds and die 
Olegal transfer of a government building to 
the ownetship of her justidalist (Peronist) 
Party. 

A third lawyer who partidpated in Mrs. 
Peron's defense, Angel Robledo, said in a 
radio interview Tuesday that Mrs. Peron 
would ^end three months at the Mediter- 
ranean resort of Marbella, 64 kms northeast 
of Gibraltar.

Haig wins Reagan trust 


WASHINGTON, July 8 (Agencies) — 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig has got a 
vote of oonfidfflce from the White House 
after a rqion in The Washington Post teat 
presidential aides teought his behavior was 
hurting the nation. A White House spokes- 
man said President Ronald Reagan had total 
confidence in Haig, a former NATO supreme 
commander who has been a controversial 
figure since he took office with Reagan in 
January. 

Haig openly opposed the choice of Vice 
President George Bush as crisis manager in 
tee White House early in the new administra- 
tion. Whtt Reagan was shot by a would-be 
assassin in Mardi, Haig made an emotional 
aj^earance before reporters, saying “Pm in 
control here.” 

He was also reported by members of his 
Staff last month to be critical of Jeane Kirk- 
patrick, U.S. ambassador to tee United 
Nations, and to be feuding with senior White 
House aid^ Haig angrily insisted ater teat 
report, which cahie as he was en route home 
from a visit to Oiina, that his aides had mis- 
understood the situation or misinformed 
report er s. 

T^iesday’s comment by dqiuty White 
House Press Seaetary Larry Speakes was in 
response to a Wdshington Post report saying 
presidential aides were concerned that frio- 
tioD tetween Haig and tee White House was 
harming U .S. foreign policy. Speakes said tee 
preadent had fullest confidence in Haig and 
“this report notwithstanding, I don’t see any 
diange in their relationship.”

llie fact that Menahem Begin has once again won the 
elections in Israel and will soon form another govern- 
ment is immaterial as &r as the Arabs are concerned. His 
rival, Shimon Peres, was by no means committed to a 
peaceful solution of the Middle East question based on 
Israeli withdrawal &om the occupied lands and the 
Palestinian right to statehood. 

The difference between the two was largely tempera- 
mental and, if Peres had made a few statements in parli- 
ament and the press critidziog Begin, one should not 
overlook the theatrical aspect of it and the wish to 
appear as more peace-loving than the rabid Zionist in 
power. For as yet, there have been few influential Zion- * 
ists, or Jews for that matter, in power who have had the 
courage to say that Israel must get out of the occupied 
Arab lands and that the four million Palestinians must 
have somewhere to stay in their own expropriated coun- 
try. 

Worse will come as long as Israel remains an arsenal of 
the latest and most lethal American weaponry. Begin 
will be bolstered by his election victory and will take it as 
a renewed mandate to continue his policy of contmued 
aggression against the Arab states. At the same time he 
will maintain his expansionist policies in the West Bank 
and Gaza and multiply the number of illegal Zionist 
setdements there at the expense of the Palestinians. 

Thus the prospects for a meaningful peace in the 
Middle East are remoter than ever before. Begin feels he 
has been vindicated by his re-election and, therefore, 
authorized to continue as usual, to hit wherever his F16s 
can take him and to maim any number of Palestinians his 
gunners can reach inside the Arab world. 

The dangers are obvious with such a paranoid in 
power in Israel and his re-election will make the situa- 
tion even worse by giving him the authority to wreak 
havoc in the region. 


Soviet Union 
tightens grip 


on foreigners

MOSCOW — 

Using measures ranging from a new law for fore- 
I giMtr e staying in the Sr^et U nion to distinctive anto 
license plates for foreign (xirre^ondents and dip- 
lomats, Soviet andioiities have strengthened thdr 
fTiyany of txaclung and limiting unofficial contacts 
between Soviet citizens and foreigners. This is the 
view of skeptical Western sources and some Soviets 
con tem plating the draft of the first law on dre*'Iegal 
status of foreigners in the USSIT* — promulgated 
last month and sdieduled to take effect Jan. 1 — as 
well as other recent laws and regulations. 

While the new laws appear to be little more than 
codification of longstanding regulations and 
adnriiristrative measures, the net result, these 
sources believe, will be to make it easier for 
authorities to intervene against unofficial inter- 
cfaanges and to establish grounds for expelling fore- 
igners. 

Besides the draft law on resident forei^ets, two 
o±er ^cent l^al measures by the national Iqgtsla- 
ture — the Supreme Soviet, headed by President 
Leonid Brezhnev — have caught the eye of activists 
wary of state attempts to rebate their activities. 
These steps come at a time when die continuing 
political crisis in neighboring Poland has led to 
j amming of Western radio stations, calls by die 
party for ideological vigilance and perristent 
lesion of even minor d^dent political and religi- 
ous activities here and in the provinces. 

In a sense, the new f oreignei^ law has little to do 
wiA th^ way foreigners are treated: political oon- 
sideratiolis of the Kremlm leadership exerdsed 
tiirougb the state'soontroUing bodies determine tile 
conditions under which non-Soviets as well as 
Soviets live. Because of tiiis. Western consular 
officers have focussed on what the law says are 
“re^KKisIbilitie^* of foreigners, rather than ^at it 
decrees about their rights. 

This approach differs shaiply from that of the 
Soviet media, whidi are haili^ the measure as 
superior to capitalist countries’ laYvs on foreigners, 
wUdi “concern diiefly restrictions regulating the 
stay and movement of foreigners,’' as central cooft- 
niittee ^kesman Vadim Zagladin said. 

Hie law confers legal status equal to that of any 
Soviet citizen and grants foreigners the legal ri^t to 
a Soviet job, healdi benefits, cheap vacations and 
tile like. However, Western diplomats look at sec- 
tions that assert tiiat a foreigner can be expbUed “If 
his actions contradict or threaten the interests 
required for state security or the preservation of 
general ordet** or tiiat for expulsion “if he 
nidely broke the rules of conduct applicable to fore- 
ign citizens in the USSR. 

Their concern is that vdiile tiie“righis'' of foreig- 
ners may be enhanced, the sum of law,as one West- 
ern source said, is “an effort to put restrictions on 
foreigners, giving the authorities stronger grounds” 
to move against fordgneis in tiie hazy areas of 
allied violations of local standards d behavior, 
ways of life or for “sowing discord among the peo- 
ple," as the source put it. 

- In addition, other Western and Soviet sources see 
the promulgation of tibe law at this time as a warning 
to Soviets against contacting foreigners. This sense 
of concern has been raised as well by a new decree 
on booUgnnism and anotiier on “ admiiuscrative vio- 
lation^' in guarded facilities, sudi as sdence insti- 
tuted and military installations. 

Minor booligaoism, defined as public sweating 
“and similar actions, violating soda! order and citi- 
zen^ peacefulness,” can be punished by a max- 
imum of 1 S day^ imprisonment without appeal and 
without trial. While regulations to this effect have 
long existed, some Soviets believe this new law can 
easily be us^ if they attempt to visit the guarded 
compounds where foreigners are required to live 
and work. 

Other restrictive measures include issuing cor- 
respondents bright yellow license plates and 
lomats bright ones. These replace the black- 
OD-white plates that had been issued uniformly to 
vehicles registered to fordgners. Other areas are 
also being tightened. Resident foreign businessmen 
are being denied, use of bard-curreo<^ ruble 
coupons that all non-student resident foreigners 
with accounts at the Soidet bank for Foreign Trade 
rely on for lower-cost, higher-quality fo^ at the 
diplomatic food store. 

Since late spring, Soviet customs officials have 
insisted that U.S. diplomats leaving for reassign- 
ment submit lists of art, folk art, antiquarian anrf 
other valuables for e:qx>rt inspection and approval 
by Soviet Culture Ministry officials. 

To the out^e d some in the embassy, the State 
Department is understood to have ruled That rfip- 
lomatic immunity from possible searches extends 
only to hand luggage and not to personal property.

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Reagan’ s ‘ Marshall Plan’ for Caribbean falters

MEXICO CITY — 
- U.S. Secretazy of State Alexander Haig is 
attempting to set up a meeting with the fcn^gn 
ministers of Mexico, Canada and possibly Ven- 
ezuela within the next few weeks to pat some sub- 
stance into the Re^an administration’s faltering 
proposal for a “mini-maxdiall'plan*' in tiie Carib- 
bean and Central America, according to dqjlomatic 
sources here. 

Although the Caribbean basm plan has come 
under increaring criticism, one dq’lomat here said, 
“It would be wrong to say the plan is falling apart.” 
Conservatives in Wadiir^ton are worried about the 
cost of the plan, and spokesmen for the Mexican 
andCanadi^ governments fear it may beasimplis- 
tic attempt to isolate Cuba and left-leaning gov- 
ernments sudi as Mcaragua and Grepada. 

“There was never anytiiing so structured that it 
could fall apart,” the diplomat said. “This meeting 
would be one way Aat the Reagan administration 
could show it does have some cohesiveness to its 
foreign poli^.” 

No d^e h^ yet been fixed for the meeting, but 
several possibflkies are beb% discussed for the first 
•two weeks this month, probably in the Bahamas. 
Both Canada and Mexico have agreed to attend if a 
suitable time can be found, accor^g to d^lomatic 
sources. The meeting between Haig and Mexican 
Foreign Relations >^ii$ter Jorge Castaneda would 
be tiie first concrete test of tire “good feeing* estab- 


lished by Reagan and Mexican President Jose 
Lopez Portillo at their Washington summit earlier 
last month. 

It would also allow Washington to give at least 
some appearance of momentum and possibly some 
shape to a key elonent of its regronal ^li^ before a 
meeting of foreign mirristers from more than 20 
countries sdieduled to take place here Aug. 1 and 2 
preparation for October's North-Soutii summit 
conference. 

Otiier meetings currently being promoted by var-

Scientists are elated

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, (LAT) 

Shortly after the first of the year, a booklet 
called “About Your locome Tax” is mailed 
to eveiy household in Sweden, with iustruc- 
tioDS cm how to £D out income tax returns. 
Ihe retunis are similar to those filled out by 
Americans invcdved ia the April income t» 
ritual — except for the bottom line. 

For the tax payment required from the 
average Swede far exceeds what his or her 
American counteipait pays. It is just about 
die bluest total tax anywhere. The average 
taxpayer here hands ovct about 50 percent of 
his salary in national and local income taxes. 
Income oflier dtan his salary is taxed at bet- 
ween 75percent and 85 percenL There is a 25 
percrat sales tax on almost everything, and 
additional excise taxes on tobacco and 
gasoline. 

Further, the income tax is steeply progres- 
sive. Anyone making more than an average 
salary — about $17,000 for industrial work- 
ers — is taxed at a rate much higher than 50 
percent. So complicated are the tax laws deal- 
ing witii me higher brackets that a well- 
known audior oi childrens' books, Astrid 
Lindgren, one year paid 102 percent d£ her 
income. 

She wrote a scathing satire of the situation 
for a Stockholm new^aper and it was cre- 
dh«l with costing the Social Democratic 
Party deaiiy in a subsequent election. 

Sw^en’s Coalitioo Conservative govern- 
ment has put fbrdi proposals to reduce the 
income tax, but to no avail. For many Swedes 
believe that in exchange for the astronomical 
taxes tiiey pay they receive somediing preci- 
ous in return: the good life. 

As tax official Tore Lundm put it, “what 
we take in taxes, we return in services.” In 
addition to providing the usual government 
services in such areas as defense, justice and 
public works, tax revenues in Sweden give the 
citizens a wide range of cradle- to-grave wel- 
fare benefits — to a degree unmatched 
almost anywhere else. 

Sodal welfare benefits include public 
insurance involving birth, illness, unemploy- 
ment, old age and loss of a family bread- 
matter. In case of illness, for instance, a per- 
son receives a benefit equivalent to M per- 
cent (^normal income. Ho^italization is free 
of charge and fees for visits to medical offices 
are nominal.

As p^resrive socioio^sts see it, 
Sw^en, a nation about the physical of 
California, with 8 J million people, seems to 
show the way to the future. 

Yet, de^ite Sweden’s lack of slums and its 
record life expectant, a harsh re- 
examination has been undertaken here. The 
vast bureaucracy that administers the welfare 
state seems to many critics to have gotten out 
of control: One out of three wage-earners 
now works fertile government. And since tiie 
start of a woridw^e recession a couple of 
years ago, tax revenues have not been enough 
to pay the bQls. 

A recent economic report prepared by the 
IJ.S. Department of State summed up tiie 
situation as follows; 

“Forecasts for Sweden's overall economy 
are considerably darker than those at the 
beginning of 1960. Production now appears 
to be barely holding its own in real terms; 
expon growth is riug^sh; eaiutal has been 
flowing out of the country; both unemploy- 
meni and inflation axe on Ae rise; the budget 
deficit is burgeoning de^ite the coalition 
government’s austerity measures; and the 
government is borrowing abroad on an 
unprecedented scale.” 

A Britirii financial expert said: “Like the 
British, diey can’t control tite or the cost 

of the public sector. It seems faiily clear there 
has been a steady sthictural deterioration in 
the working of tiie economy for at least a 
decade, to tiie point that quite a number of 
people freely assert that tiie so-caDed *Swed- 
ish modef has crashed.” 

Even a report by tiie Swedish govemmeat 
declares firankly; “F inandng growth <tf 
public expenditure has required ennTin usi 
additions of the tax burden. But although tiie 
tax rate rose £rom41 peroentto more titan SO 
percent in the *70$, public revenue has by no 
means kept up with expenditure. Ute budget 
deSot has grown and reached sudi a that 
stability in our economy is seriously 
tiireatened.” 

Early in the 20tii century. Sweden 
devel<^ed a modem industrialixed society. It 
pioneered the welfare state under the Soda! 
Democratic Party, iriuefa -governed from 
1932 until 1976, idooe or in coalition witii 


other parties. 

The Sodal Democratic Party was strongly 
supported by tbepoweiful trade union organ- 
ization, die Landsorganization. 

Many conservative observers blame the 
situation today on the free-lending hi^- 
taxing left-anng administration that held 
office for most of the time since World War 
II. But in 1976, a Conservative Coalition 
ousted the Social Democrats and took over 
the govemmeat. The coalitioo has failed to 
control pending and has even been propping 
up industry; shipbuilding, steel-making, min- 
ing forest products. 

Recently die government caOed for a 
zeduction in taxes, particularly on income 
above regular wage levels, income that is 
taxed at rates up to 85 percent 

As tilings are, a Stockholm woricer oore- 
plained, “what’s the point of my trying to 
woric for more than my salary? 1 would get to 
keep only a tenth of what Td earn.” 

A government plan to cut taxes by 10 per- 
cent to 15 percent has run into fierce opp<^ 
tion from the trade unions and the opposition 
Sodal Democrats. 

Trade union leader Gunnar Njlsson said. 
“It is one of the most unfair proposals ever 
made by a Swedish government. It is unfair in 
prindple because h favors high-income ear- 
nets.” 

hfilsson’s allies in the Sodal Democratic 
Party have rejected the govemmenfs plan, 
insisting that another way be found to r^uce 
income taxes while maintaining bi^ levels of 
welfare benefits. 

Sinee die coalition’s majori^ is only a 
riffle vote in the EUksdagen, or pariUment, 
which has 349 members, the government is 
unlikely to foree the issue. 

There are strong popular feelings against 
any redaction in sodal welfare. The benefits 
and the required taxation are based on a 
social philosophy called “Utjaming,” or 
leveling out. 

Under this philosophy, in the ideal sodety 
tiie highest-paid individua] would get no 
more than 2 Vi times what the lowest-paid 
gets. 

Yet tiie success of the Swedish welfare 
state was based on a bombing economy — a 
healtiiy industry and well-pmd workers. But 
many businessmen think that the high cost of 
production is pridog them out of competitive 
worid market^ and would continue to do so 
even if the recession were to end.

TSUKUBA. Japan (AP) — Japanese and 
U.S. sdenrists at the Earthquake Research 
Center here are elated over their failure to 
knock down a seven-story building. After 
nine months of trying, they say not even an 
earthquake wilt demolish it, although the 
structure shows cracks and other wounds 
from its ordeal. 

The team of 30 engineers has been batter- 
ing the reinforced concrete structure vrith 
sifflulaied, slow-motion quakes to see how a 
densely pt^ulated and tremor-prone met- 
ropolis like Tokyo would stand up to the 
l<uig-anudpated “Dai Jishin,” or big earth- 
quake. 

The $2 million project, financed jdntly by 
the governments of Japan and the United 
Stales, ended In late June whh a jolt equival- 
ent to tiie catadysmie “Great Kanto” earth- 
quake of 1923, which killed an estimated 
140^X) people and reduced Tokyo and sur- 
rounding areas to rubble.

PARIS, (R) A sophisticated new gas- 
dens will soon buigeon in the dusty center of 
(he here if plans announced by Mayor 
Jacques Qunc are earned out. The mayor 
hasannouDced long-awaited plans for a conn 
.jilex of leisure facilities to fin the site of Les 
Halles, regarded as the country’s most expen- 
sive hole. 

Les Halles, formerly the main fruit, meat 
and vegetable market in Paris, has been vac- 
ant since 1973 when tiie eluant 19tii century 
glass and iron pavilions which housed the 
market were pulled down and operations 
moved to the suburbs. 

Since tfaeq, arguments between die gov- 
erumeat, eavtroamentaliste and tiie city 
ooundl have stopped development of the 
area. The vacant Les Halles site has been 
used as a training ground for mountuneeis 
while waiting for r^evelopment plans to be 
agreed upon. The Paris Metro Company 
board a 27 meter bole in 1 973 for a four-way 
junction of tiie dt/s new Enqiress Suburban 
Raflway. 

Quradslatest plans for the garden support 
his idea that development to fill the site 
should attract all Paxiaans. 

“1 want a garden that smells of diips.” he 
says. The dt/s cnltuxal affairs department is 
investingSl? .5 million in tiie project. The 12 
acres of garden will have an aquarium, a 
swimming pool, a children's adventure play- 
ground and some 800 trees.

“The building withstood it very well.” said 
James .K. Wight, a University of Midiigan 
sdentist who heads the project. He said the 
building would be strengthened and another 
series of tests conducted in September and 
October. 

“We eiqiect the building to ride it out,” 
Wight said. Therds no danger of collapse. If 
high-rises follow modern safety techniques 
there's no reason why any loss of life should 
occur from these structures tumbling down.” 

He said Japan, which is shaken by about 
1,000 noticeable quakes a year, is more 
advanced in earthquake researA than most 
nations “because the threat of destruction 
*here is more real.” 

Ten years ago. the government abolished a 
31-meter building hdght limit and Tokyo, 
with population of 1 1 .7 million, now has 
a skyline dotted withskyscrapers. The tallest, 
at 60 stories, also is Asia's highest. 

Wight, a33-year-old dvil engineer, said he 
thou^t Tokyo's dty fathers would be wise 
not to allow buildings to go much higher and 
pointed to the structural damage done to the 
seven-story building through repeated jolts. 
A web of mmute cracks around the base and 
missing chuncks of concrete give the test 
edifice the appearance of having been pum- 
meled with a battering ram. 

“The point is, it is still standing even 
though we did our best to knock it down,” 
Wight said in an interview at his office in this 
“sdence ett/' 80 kms northeast of Tokyo. 
“We set out trying to predict how a building 
would shake back and forth. The experiment 
was the nearest we could get to die real 
thing.” 

Although the building has suffered little 
structural damage, its basic characteristics 
have altered sigiifficantly, be said. When test- 
ing began in (October, the building was quite 
rigid. Now it sways 30 ems, or one percent of 
its height, at the top whidi Wight says is a 
very large displacement. 

Structural damage of the type inflicted in 


the Tsukuba tests is unavoidable, but repair- 
able, Wight said. He acknowledged diat rein- 
forcing old or damaged buildings is not easy 
but can be done. This particularly applies to 
dries like San Frandsco where historical 
monuments could be saved if their founda* 
tions and main beams were reinforeed, he 
said. 

San Francisco, sitting astride the San 
Andreas fault suffered a devastating earth- 
quake in 1906 and is considered vulnerable 
to another major temblor at any time. Tbkyo 
also is over due for another big one, accord- 
ing to some sdentists. 

Tatsuo Usami, a noted Japanese seis- 
mologist says the Tokai coatai region whidi 
indudes the Japanese capital could be struck 
by a major quqke within the next 30 years. He 
predicts the tremor will be centered offihore, 
about 100 miles (160 kms) southwest of 
Tokyo. 

Makota Watabe, director of structural 
engineering at the Ministry of Communica- 
tions, said that perhaps fewer than 3,000 
people would be killed in a repetition of the 
1923 earthquake. 

In an interview. Watabe said the critical 
factor in constructing “quake-proof iniil^ 
ings is to use sound welding, reinforced con- 
crete and steel beams. 

“Buildings of poor design would not sur- 
vive.” he said. “The major threat to loss of 
life in a major earthquake is not from collaps- 
ing buUdings but from flooding, falling 
masonry, furniture toppling over, ground 
explosions and wind-fanned fires. 

A major earthquake located offshore 
could generate “Tsunami ” or tidal waves, of 
up to five meters. “In tiiat case, the damage 
would be tremendous,'* be said. 

Watabe's casualty estimate is r^arded by 
many experts as optimistic, most seismolog- 
ists predict loss in the hundreds of thousands, 
and the government has said one million dead 
could be s conservative figure. The Tokai 
region including Tokyo, Yokohama pnd 
other pi^ulation centers has S-S 2S miliioD 
people, a fiflh.of Japan’s total population. 


Robot’s abilities increase; 
important advances forecast 


TOKYO (ONS) — Professor Ichiro Kato's 
medical robot is learning fast and his goal 
now is makiDg robots move like humans and 
building one capable of seeing, smelling, 
bearing and feeling. 

In twO'Or tiiree year^ time, the professor 
says, the microprocessors and sensors on the 
m^ical robot will be able to (n^lcb the 
ettamination skill of a consultant surgeon and 
it will be ready for duty in Japanese hospitals. 
Eventually it will be much better than even 
the best diagnostician, and record all the 
vital data. 

Professor Kato is acknowledged as the lead- 
ing robot designer in a country which has 
made staggering progress in the development 
of mad^es tiiat can 'think.” His cancer- 
detecting robot witii 25 probing fingers, 
epitomises the drive by both academic and 


industrial researchers to develop robots cap- 
able of doing almost anything. 

In the early years of the next century sudi 
robots will be in everyday use.*' says Kato. 
“But first we have to increase their sensitivity 
so they can perform delicate irmmeuveisof ' 
aD kinds.” 

At present most of Japan's 80J100 robots 
are programmed for one task. Typical are the 
assembly-line robots capable of painting die 
side of a car, turaii^ a screw, picktog up a new 
part — but not of making judgments and 
decisions. Kato is on his way toward a break- 
through with robots that can really match 
human movements of arms and Ipgs. 

“Some day I hope to join the upper and 
lower portions so tiiey can operate together,” 
he said, looking over his creations of carbon 
fibre, aluminium alloy and wires.

for a fund-raising dinner for the Republican 


governor of Illinois, James Thompson, aho is 
^Kcted to seek re-elecdon noct year., 
Chicago has a large, politicaliy-oiganized 
bloc of voters of Polish descent 

“There are probably few people as strong 
and as valiant as the people of Poland." the 
presideot said. “And yet their economy is 
described as being on a vicious, downward 
spi^. “This isn't me fault of the Poli^ peo 
pie. It is the logical result of an illogical 
tern — a system that has no belief or faith in 
people. “And when the government has no 
re^>ect-for its ddzeus, dtizeas lose- respect 
for government" 

Earlieras the meeting got underway, some 
5,000 demonstrators, angry at cuts in 
soaal programs, attempted .to disrupt the 
meetmg. At least six people were arrested 
and charged widi creating a disturbance at 
the entrace hall of the building.

“The initial point is to make sure die 
administration sees that are not satisfied with 
the usual murky stuff,” said the other, adding 
that Congress may consider setting trade pol- 
icy by law, as it did in 1974. Congress and tbd

Malaysia cuts 
oil price by $2 

KUALA LUMPUR, July 8 (R) — 
Malaysia’s state oil company, Petronas, has 
cot crude oil prices by up to $2 a barrel, 
industry sources said Wednesday. 

The cut, due to the continuing glut of oil in 
worid markets, is the third in as many months 
and is retroactive to July 1 . The new price of 
the various types of Malaysian crude ranges 
from $36.10 to $37.90 a barrd. 

Petrooas cut -the price of its high quality 
l^t cmde by 70 cents in June and one dollar 
m May. But even after these changes, the 
price was still higher thancfaat of comparable 
crudes. Malaysia's oil is produced by Exxon

bribing foreigneis and by changing regula- 
tions it ooosiders confu^g, contradiciory 
and unnecessarily rompleou 

3. It will enforce effectively U.S. intexna- 
tionai trade laws, such as those against 
“dumping, and keep other countries to their 
pronuses to dismantle trade barriers. 

4. It will emphasize the free market 
economy with its risk of failure as opposed to 
government aid for troubled industries, 
except in areas considered vital to national 
security. In the face of stiff foreign competi- 
tion, U .S. industry will have to improve itself 
or turn to ocher Gehis. When other countries 
let an advantage by subsidizing their industry, 
the administration will try to end these sub- 
sidies.

Food prices up 

U.S. inflation rises by 6.9% 


WASHINGTON. July (AP) — 
Wholesale food prices in the United States, 
undianged for most of the spring, began ris- 
ing in June, pushing the nation's inflation 
ahead at an aqoual rate of 6.9 percent at the 
wholesale level, the government has 
rqiorted. 

The Labor Departments producer price 
index for firmed goods — the offidal name 
for the wholesale price index — rose a sea- 
sonally adjusted 0.6 percent in June. 
Ihroogh die first six montiis of this year, 
inflation has risen at a 9 J percent annual 
pace. 

For all of last year, vriiolesale prices rose 
1 1.8 percent. Analysts see tittle likelihood, 
however, that the rateforallaf 1981 will edge 
over 10 percent 

In May, the wholesale price index rose a 
seasonally adjustedO.4 percent. If prices rose* 
at June's rate for a full year, the annual infla- 
tion rate would be 6.9 percent 

Economists are,forecasting that the rate 
will remain relativ^ low for at least the next 
few mootos, particularly in tight of the cur- 
rent ready availability of oil worldwide. Food 


pri^. however, probably will continue riung 
during the summer, keeping overall inflation 
■ late dropping further than it has in ihe lust 
few months, analysts say. 

Pricesforfuiished consumerfoods — those 
ready for retail sale rose 0.S percent in June 
arier remaining virtually level during the pre- 
vious two months, the new Labor Depart- 
ment report said. Food prices had shown 
almost no net change since November, 
although they fluctuated during the winter 
months. 

A wide variety of food prices rose in June, 
but meat was the biggest factor. Prices for 
beef and veaL for example, rose 24 percent 
after climbing only 03 percent in May. 

Wholesale prices for finished energy coeds 
rose 13 percent in June after declining (i.5 
percent in May, but analysts say no big new 
energy jumps are expected soon. O’crall. 
prices of finished consumer goods rose P.S 
pereent in June after riang 03 percent in 
May. tite report said. 

Capital equipment prices rose 0.7 percen t, 
led by increases for aircraft, heavy trucks and 
various machinery. 


Suit against OPEC held untenable 


SAN FRANOSCO, July 8 (AP) — The 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries ( OPEC) cannot be sued under U.S. an ti- 
tzust laws, a federal appeals court has ruled. 

The 9te U.S. circuTt court of a{q;>eals 
upheld Tbesday a dedaioo that tossed out a 
lawsuit accuang OPEC and hs member coun- 
tries of price fixing under the Sherman Ant^ 
trust Act 

Intemational law bars federal court jurisd- 
iction in the suit brought by the Intemational 
Association of Machinists, the ju^es said, 
upluriding a decision by Uil. District Judge 
A. Andrew Hauk. Tbesuit, filed by the union 
in December 1978, demanded triple dam- 
ages and injunctive relief under U.S. law. 

OPEC refused to recc^nizc federal court 
jurisdiction and failed to answer the charge. 




Finally, after extensive hearings at which 
OPEC was represented by various other par- 
ties, Judge Hauk ruled that be lacked jurisd- 
iction. and that OPEC could not be a defen- 
dant under federal antitrust laws. 

The appellate judges declared that under 
U.$. law a federal court may not“adjudicate 
a pcditically sensitive dispute wfaidi would 
require the court to ju^ the legatity of the 
sovereign act of a foreign state." 

Quoting the U.S. l^preroe Court, the 
appellate decision noted that if the judsdai 
branch of government should tty to pa.v on 
the validity of acts by foreign governments it 
might “hinder rather than fuller this coun- 
try's pursuit of goals both for itself and the 
oommuoity of nations as a whole in the inter- 
national sphere.*'

Dollar dims gold^s glitter 


By J Jl. Hammond 

JEDDAH, July 8 — TTie dollar con- 
tinued to hold onto its newly-found strength 
and in fact improved its position against the 
French franc, the Svriss franc and the mark. 
The British pound, which seemed to have 
had a second lease of life Tuesday, fell 
Wednesday to 1.8870 level. 

Dollar interest rates continued to firm 
and the riyai deposit rates also remained 
stable with moderate activity reponed by 
local dealers. Gold fell below the $400 level 
Wednesday, to be quoted ui$.i99 per ounce 
in London bullion markets. Silver was 
Steadier at $8 JO. 

The news on Wednesday markets 
ooDdnued to be the dollat's exceptionally 
strong perfomance on the exchange 
bourses. Some dealers are still predicting a 
rapid fall for the dollar, since in their opin- 
ion, it has become ‘‘overvalued" against 
other currencies, but for the most part the 
majority of operators seem resigned to the 
present dollar's strengthening continuing 
with no seeing let up on the doUur interest 
front The outlook for the local market is 
one for a period of high riyai rates which 
should make borrowings during Ramadan a 
relatittly expensive business. 

On oib Wednesday exchange, the British 
pound fell to the position it h.'id Friday and 
lost the 3 cents'gain it had made this week. 
Rates were quoted at 1 .8870 and reached 
I.88S0 at one stage compared to 1.9120 
Tuesday. Sterling continues to be hit by 
rumors of whether the Bank of England will 
or will not introduce a hike in the British 
discount lending rate (similar to the “Fed" 


Funds rate in .Amcric:i), but Thursday will 
show if any such action will be taken. 

The German mark lost another 100 
points lo the dollar, avenging at 2.4650, 
after dosing in New York at 2.4565 Tues- 
day night. TTic Germans also now seem to 
he Ciiugh t in the dilemma of whether to raise 
iheir Lombard discount rate since all indica- 
tions out of the United States show that, 
whatever the publicprotestations made, the 
U .S. dollar h(gh interest rate policy wilt con- 
tinue. In other currency developments, jhe 
French franc fell to an all-time low at 
5.8120 against the dollar compared TO 5.79 
level New York dosings. The yen was also 
weak at 229.20 with little ^ange over 
Tuesday prices. 

On the local scene, riyai deposit rates 
continued to remain firm and some activity 
was reported both in local markets and by 
the Bahrain — based OBU's. Most dealings 
were still concentrated in the short tenors, 
and one;week fixed rival deposits were 
quoted at 16 '.j -I7 percent. The three- 
month JIBOR offer rate was quoted at 16 
percent on opening, but later eased slightly 
to 15 'b percent by late — afternoon. On 
the whole, the past week has seen less rival 
interest rate volatility compared to a few 
weeks ago when one-monih rates tumbled, 
in the space of .1 dax’s. from 16 l-'i - 17 to 
8 - 9perceni. The majorreason this time 

is due to the alleged lack of riyai disbuisc- 
ment injeaions during the month of Rama- 
dan a« well av to the continuing strength of 
the dollar. On the local exchange markets, 
spot rival against the dollar was fairly active 
and dealt at 3.4110- 15 to 3.40^ -OS 
le\-els.

France to hike Third World aid 

PARIS, July 8 (AFP) — The new French 
gox'emment plansto step up itsefforts to help 
the developing countries so as to promote 
North-South dialogue and help bring toe 
world out of its economic crisis, in toe view of 
observers here. 

In doing so, France ‘will stress a “s^lf- 
managemenf ’ model of development. Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand struck the keynote 
when he said there can be no genuine interna- 
tional oommuoity as long as two- thirds of the 
globe arafflicted by “hunger and contempt." 

Mitterrand said he plans to double 
France’s aid to the Third World and try to 
speed up toe establishment of a new world 
economic order. In concrete terms, this was 
symbolized by toe creation of a cooperation 
and development ministry under Jean-Pierre 
Cot. 

Cot recently argued in favor of “sell- 
centereif* develi^mient for toe Third Worid 
countries. This kind of develcf>ment, he said,

WARSAW, July 8 (R) — Polish dockers 
halted work on at least 60 ships in Baltic ports 
for one hour Wednesday in the country’s first 
big strike for three months. The stoppage by 
46,000 workers in ports from Szczecin in the 
west to Gdansk in the east coincided with 
warnings that industrial protests could spread 
before next week’s national Communist 
Party congress. ' 

The dockers' action was in protest against 
what they said was government failure to 
keep a pledge to grant a port worker^ charter 
on conditions and rights by July 1 . The strike 
got full support of Solidarity free trade union 
leader Lech Walesa and occurred as emp- 
loyees of the national airline Lot debated 
whether to go ahead with a four-hour strike 
Thursday. 

Official Polish sources said a new spiral of 


industrial unrest will have damaging reper- 
cussions at tile emergen^ congress 
scheduled to begin next Tuesday. The strike 
may encourage hard-liners to seek a halt to 
the dialogue, with labor. Spokesmen for the 
small autonomous trade union movement 

Q uoted Wedn^ay as saying that Thursday's 
ireatened nationol airline were strike could 
provoke Warsaw Pact military intervention. 

Their warning was published by the Sol- 
idarity Warsaw news bulletin, which coun- 
tered: “The notion that a four-hour airline 
strike could provoke intervention Is an insult 
to our allies and common sense." The official 
news a^enpy PAP also quoted the autonom- 
ous union as saying that a strike by Lot, which 
would ground domestic flints and delay Pol- 
ish and foreign international flights, could 
have “consequences opposite to those 
intended." 

Lot empl^ees have threatened to strike in 
protest against the governments refusal to 
recognize the election of a general maqager 
by a workers' council. The government says it 


Channel crossed 


Solar plane lands inU.K. 


M ANSTON, England, July 8 f AP) — An 
American-built and piloted aircraft Tues- 
day rode the strength of sunshine, as cap- 
tured by 16,000 photoelectric cells, from 
France to England to become the first 
solar-powered craft ever to cross the Engl- 
ish Channel. 

The Solar Challettgo', with 28-year-oId 
American Stephen Patacek at the controls, 
lifted off into doudless sky at 11:30 a.m. 
local time (0930 GNfT) at Cormeilles-en- 
vexin, France, some 40 kms northwest of 
Paris. The craft landed 5 Vi hours later at 
the Mansion Royal Air Force Base in Kent, 
on England's soutfaem coast 

The Solar Oudleaga- V designer. Dr. 
Paui McCready, was ecstatic. “If solar cells 
can cany a man from France to England, it 
proves they have muscle and are useful for 
more than just wrist watches " he said. “ We 
have to think ahead to the day when fuels 
such as oil will run out.” 

McCready already is in the aviation his- 
toiy books as the man who built the gos- 
samer AlbeOross, the first completely 
human-powered craft to make the diannel 
crosring. 

The Solar ChaUer^tr got its power from 
arrays of solar cells on moveable panels on 


top of its ultra-li^t plastic wings. The 98- 
kilo craft has a wingspan of 14.2 meters, a 


length of 9 meters and a maximum cruising 
^ed of 67 kph. It cost $700,000 to build. 

Success came after a mondi of waiting 
and on the Solar ChaUer^er *s second 
attempt to cross the channel. The plane first 
was brought to France June 10. An attempt 
June 14 to fly the 300 kms journey was 
aborted by sides too dark for the plane’s 
power ceils. 

On the 20th, the craft was dismantled and 
taken to England in hopes of taking advan- 
tage of a favorable norteeriy wing, but coit- 
ditions soon dianged, and the craft returned 
to England Sunday night 

Tuesday morning, the craft was launched 
from CormeDles, and it performed exactly 
as designed. It flew at 3 300 meters with an 
average speed of 59 kph. 

Ptacek, a Californian, weighed in at only 
55 kilos with all his flying gear for the flight, 
whidi was shadowed by two ordinary fue\- 
powered planes. 

Designer McCready, 55, heads a business 
spedaUzing in energy-saving devices based 
at Pasadena, California. 

McCready equipped his solar-powered 
aircraft with solar cells bought at wholesale 
prices from the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. Converting light 
into ener^, the cells allow the plane to 
function without any battery or energy stor- 
age system. 



Bonn discovers nothing new 
in Moscow missile proposal 


BONN, July 8 (AFP) — The latest Soviet 
proposals on freezing the deployment of new 
strategic missiles in Europe contain nothing 
new, tile West German government dedded 
Wednesday after examining Social- 
Democratic Party leader \^y Brandfs 
report on a Moscow visit this week. 

Government spokesman Kurt Becker said 
that Bonn stood on the Nortii AtlanticTreaty 
Organization (NATO) dedsion in December 
1979 to deploy 572 Pershing-2 missiles and 
Cruise missiles in five European countries 
induding West Germany starting in late 
1983. He added, however, that the West 
Gennan government remained equally 
committed to the idea of resuming Soviet- 
U.S. talks on limiting the number of strategic 
missiles in Europe.

BERUN, July 8 (AP) — Some 400 
policemen tettled 200 demonstrators in the 
West 'Berlin district of Sdioenebeig into the 
small hours of Wednesday, fdlowing a 
police seardi of several houses occupied by 
squatters. 

The demonstrators smashed windows, 
induding the expenrive display windows of a 
large furniture store, built barricades and lit- 
ter^ the area with “crow daws," small steel 
tripods designed to destroy police car tires, 
police said. Police had no immediate estimate 
of the damage. 

The battle followed riots triggered by the 
search of several apartment buildings the 
previous day. During that search, police 
questioned 41 persons and temporarily 
detained 19 of them. 
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cannot recognize the worker-elected general 
manager, Bronislaw Klimaszewski, because 
Lot is part of the counoys defense establ- 
ishment and must be subject to central con- 
trol. 

“ We will do everything to avert the strike 
and are prepared to listen to all oonitrvcrive 
proposals," a spokesman for the airline 
workers' eoundl said.

The main Polish Communist hard-line 
group, the Katowice Forum, published 
further resolutions Wednesday, among them 
one blaming right-wing opportunists for the 
fact that so few workers had been elected to 
the party congress. The Katowice Forum, 
which is die font of Communist ortiiodoxy, 
also expressed support for a rinular harcUline 
group in Poznan. 

The Solidarity branch in Legnica, the site 
of Poland's major Soviet military base, said a 
Soviet war memorial in the nearby town of 
C3iodanow had been desecrated Wednesday. 
The union called the vandalism “a deplorable 
and provocative act" and called on the 
authorities to punish severely those respons- 
ible. 

Poland's Communist neighbors meanwhile 
accused Solidarity and hard-liners in Western 
countries of undennining socialism. The 
Oedioslovak Communist Party daily Rurk 
Provo said that U.S. journalists in Poland 
have shown that Solidarity was not interested 
in economic recovery or sodalism. 


Carrington, Haig plan talks July 17 


LONDON, July 8 (Agendes) — British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington will make 
an offidal visit to the United States from July 
15 to 19, the Foreign Office aimounced Wed- 
nesday. As presidrat of the Euir^Tean Minis- 
terial Coundl, Lord Carrington will address 
the United Nations conference cm Cambodia. 

A foreign Office spokesman said that on 
July 17 Lord Carrington wdU have talks in 
Washington with UJ5. Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig on a wide range aS bilateral 
and international questions induding Poland, 
Afi^nistan and Middle East. The visit 
follows Lord Carrington’s trip to Moscow tins 
week to discuss a European call for a two- 
stage international conference on Afghanis- 
tan. The Kremlin rejected the prtqiosa! as 
unrealistic. 

Meanwhile, Britain feels that despite an 
initial negative Soviet reaction to a British- 
ozigiiiated plan to resolve the Afghanistan 
problem, tiie proposal is still active business 
and open to possible modification to suit 


some of Mosoow^s objections.. 

This was made dear by Lord Carrington 
who reported to the House of Lords on his 
Monday talks in Moscow with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko. 

Carrington told the Lords:" ... 1 made it 
plain tiiat tiie proposal, wtndi has already 
received an encouraging degree of support in 
the international comrauntiy, remains on the 
table and that its details are open for discus- 


Gromyko told Carrington the plan, 
adopted by the teo-nadon £unq>ean Com- 
mon Market and supported by the United 
States, was “Not realistid’ and warned out- 
sideis to “keep tbeir hands off" dcH&estic 
Af ghan affairs. 

‘ plan calls for a two-stage conference, 
tiie first of which would work out Interna- 
tional aziangements for cessation of “external 
intervention” in Afghanistan. The first stage 
would be attended by the permanent mem- 
bers of tiie U.N. Security Council — Britain, 


China, the United States, the Soviet Union 
and France plus Pakis^, India, Iran and 
representatives of the U.N. Secretariat and 
the blamic Omfezence; 

The second stage would be to implement 
the first and to assure Afghanistan’s futme as 
an “indq>endent and nooaligned state." 
Stage two would be attended by stage one 
partidpants, plus “r^resentatives of the 
Af^ian pecqile." 

Carrington said Gromyko “ did not say that 
he rejected the proposal and did not exdude 
further discusaOD." Britirii offidals are 
known to believe the Russians, after reflec- 
tion, will probably formally rqrfy to the 
proposal in written form in tiie relatively near 
future. In any event, Carrington and 
Gromyko are expected to discuss the prop- 
osal further.at the United Nations tins fril.

To deter Soviets 

U.S. urges Japan buildup 




TOKYO, July 8 (AF) — America's top 
militaiy officer in Japan accused the Soviet 
Unioo Wednesday of conducting an arms 
buildup '*£ar in excess* of its self-defense 
needs and said Japan risks losing its basic 
freedoms unless it develops the cspiability to 
help deter a tiireat of attack. 

Lt. Gen. William Ginn, commander of 
U.S. forces in Japan and the U3. Stii Air 
Force, said Japan is not in imminent danger 
of bei^ invaded, but must increase defense 
spendi^ because it lacks the capabiliQr to 
r^el “even the most limited, conventional 
attack." 

Ginn, who retires next mootii after a 34- 
^ar military career, critidzed Japan for fil- 
ing to appreciate the role played by U3. nuo> 
lear forces as a deteireat to possible Soviet 
attack against Japan itself. He said total U.S. 
investment for strategic forces in fiscal 1981 
was $12.6 bflUion, more tiian Japan's entire 
defense budget and only a third of what the 
Soviets qient. 

''And we will be investing significantly 
more begmning year to counter a 
burgeoning Soviet nudear eiqiansion," he 
said. “It is incredible tiiat this investment is 
generally unrecognized in Japan." Cion said 
he wants Japan to develc^ a “credible defend 
capability," which can be done, he said, if it 
concentrates on strengthening air and sea 
lane defenses. 

“It is now a ample fact that wc (tibe United 


Sates) can no longer go it atoae," Gnmtdda 
Foreign Correspondente' Cub audience. “It 
is important to die peace and stability of ^ 
Japan and Northeast Asia that Japan help us*i< 
by as.qnTting some of tiie self-defense re^on- 
sibOities in and around Japan wbidi are now 
borne by tiie United Sates so that we can 
continue and eiqiand the defense of ooi 
mutual interest for beyond the shores 61 
Japan." 

While the United Sates req>ects Japan's 
determination not to get inv^ed in war. 
Ginn said, the shift in the balance of power 
constiates a “growing threat to the viai 
interest of Japan," which has “only a limitec 
self-defense capability." 

Japan currently has tiie world’s eighth- 
laigest mfliaxy fc»ue, but by a 1976 cabinet 
nilhig, cannot spend more Aan one percent 
of ia gross national product (GNP) on 
defense. The United States spends about five 
percent of GNP on defense, tiie NATO 
nations tiiree percent and the Soviet Union 
percent. 

In fiscal year 1981, Japan is slated to spend 
abontSl 1 Ullion for defease. 0.91 percent ol 
ia GNP. Estimates for a five-year defense 
buildup plan ending in fiscal year 1987 foi 
improved maritime and air defense wouic 
require defense spending of about 1.5 per- 


cent of the GNP, conridered by pro-defenses 
groups to be “unacceptable.” ^

‘Suggestions’ on Gulf wr drafted 


AN OPPORTUNITY 
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BEIRUT, July 8 (AP) — The nonaligned 
peace oommisaon tr^ng to mediate an end to 
the Iran- Iraq war has formulated some “sug- 
gestions,” to be forwarded to the warring 
countries, the Iraqi News Agen^ (INA) 
reported Tuesday. . 

The agency quoted Indian External Affairs 
Minister Narasimha Rao as saying in New 
Delhi messages have been sent to Iran and 
Iraq expressing the group’s desire to visit 
these countries. Rao returned to New Delhi 
following talks on the commission's future 
Steps with the other members in Lusaka, 
Zambia. The otiier members of the mediating 
team are the foroign ministers of Cuba and 
Zambia and a representative of the Palestine 


Liberation Organization. 

Meanwhile, INA indicated the heaviest 
fighting Tuesday was in tbe Nowsud heists 
in west Iran, uriiere the two sides have b^ 
battling since last Thursday for the control of 
strategic highways. 

A war communique carried by INA s^d an 
Iranian heliccqiter gunship was shot down at 
Nowsud, where the Iraqi troops shelled Ira- 
mrii poatioas kUling 28 enemy soldiers. 
Otiier dashes took place near Dez^ and 
Abadan in Iran's soutiiem oil province of 
Khuristan, the communique said, dainiing a 
total of 60 Iranians were killed by the Iraqis 
id 24 hours of fitting. It conceded eight Iraqi 
deaths in the same period. 
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
